46% of 
Palestinians 
express 
support 
for accord

A POLL conducted among 
500 Palestinians indicates that 
46 percent support the interim 
agreement and believe it is a 
Step toward a Palestinian 
State. 

Some 29% oppose it, and 
25% have no opinion. 

The survey, conducted by 
the Beit Sahur-based Palestin- 
ian Center for Public Opinion 
(PCPO) after the initialing in 
Taba but before the ceremony 
in Washington, indicated that 
fewer opposed Oslo 2 than op- 
posed Oslo 1 two years ago. 

However, only 20% consid- 
er Israel will be serious in im- ἢ 
plementing the agreement 

Another 64% think Israel 
will not be serious about im- 
plementation, and 16% have 
80 opinion. 

Thirty-six percent support 
the repeal of anti-Israel provi- 
sions in the Palestinian Na~ 
tional Charter, while 34% are 
against this and 30% have no 
opinion. 

The poll, with a 3.5% mar- 
gin of error, registered 34% in 
favor of “military operations 
against Israeli targets."” 

In a poll by the PCPO five 
months ago 60% supported 
attacks. 

The two issues in the agree- 
meat with the biggest negative 
response are prisoners and 
Hebron, with 54% unhappy 
with the arrangements for a 
three-stage prisoner release 
and 59% opposed to the ar- 
fangements in Hebron. 

The poll said 72% wanted a

Shara calls on US to secure = ΣΑΣ τὸ 
srael’s full Golan withdrawal #2====: 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter) ~ 
Syrian Foreign Minister Farouk 
Shara called on the United States 
on Tuesday to fulfill what he said 
was a commitment to secure Isra- 
el’s complete withdrawal from 
the Golan Heights and southem 
Lebanon. 

In a speech to the General As- 
sembly, he also dismissed agree- 
ments between Israel and the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organization -- 
including Oslo 2 signed in Wash- 
ington last week — saying they 
would force the Palestinians onto 
a “never-ending path of loss and 
pain instead of the straight path 
to liberty and independence.”” 

Referring to the 1991 Madrid 
Middle East conference, which 
initiated the peace process, Shara 
said Syria received a guarantee 
from the United States “that it 
does not agree to the annexation 
by Israel of a single foot of the 
Golan territory occupied in 
1967." 

“Syria will continue to hold 
fast to these foundations, which 
in substance signify a continuing 
American commitment to Syria’s 
fundamental rights und interests. 
The force of this American com- 
mitment is not altered by the de- 
viation by some Arab parties 
from the Madrid formula, whose 
staunchest advocate aught to be 
the United States, a sponsor of 
the conference," he added. 

Conwary to Israel’s claim, be 
said, the Madrid formula and the 


US initiative did not call for se- 
cret negotiations and did not pro- 
vide for a specified level of nego- 
tiators.

Point FireWall-1 that secures a 
company’s communications with 
Internet. Each package sells for 
$18,900. 

Why does he put himself 
throngh that pace? 

“It’s my company, so I'm very 


excited by what I’m doing,” 
Nacht says over dinner during a 


recent visit to Washington. 
“When you start a new company, 
no one else will do the job as well 
as you do:... What I'm doing 
now is something I always 
dreamed of doing: Have an inge- 
nious idea and build it up into a 
successful company.” 

When he first started the com- 
pany, Nacht returned to Israel for 
just one week every two months. 
He stili refuses to rent an apart- 
ment in the US, preferring to 
camp out in a series of hotels. 

“If | had an apartment, it 
would mean I'd have to take care 
of it and 1 can’t be bothered with 
it That's the practical side. The 
mental side of things is my home 
is Israel and I don’t want to have 
two homes."

No matter what the rewards 
are abroad, the frequent traveler, 
by his frequent absence, seem to 
lose. 

“The commuter, when he is 
away from Israel, is unaware that 
life continues in Israel,’’ says 
Summerfield, who has one child 
in Israel and two in England. 
“Their lives have been carried on 
in Israel and [the parent can’t] 
expect the family in Israel to stop 
everything for his benefit... 
There are things to do — chores, 
seeing friends. Why should they 
have to stop everything and see 
their father? It’s a very deep psy- 
chological problem because what 
the commuter is actually doing is 
he’s being transposed from one 
Situation to another, from one 
time capsule to another.

Class warfare lurks in America’s future 
Widening social gap between rich, poor reaching dangerous levels in US 


gap between rich and poor in 

America is reaching dangerous levels. 

The signs of incipient ‘‘Brazitianiza- 

tion” have been visible for some time, but in 

the past few months there have been a series 

of wamings from left and right that the social 
fabric of the US is coming apart. 

‘The average chief executive of a majér cor- 
poration now carns 157 times as much as .an 
American factory worker. Salaries of $3 mil- 
gesagt el ae 

As recently as 1960 these executives earned 
“only” 41 times as much as their workers, 
more in line with levels in Britain today. 

Somehow, the top managerial class has 
managed to increase its income dramatically 
at a time when the blue-collar rump of the 
American people has seen a stagnation in 
wages. Since 1973, US factory workers have 
actually suffered a fall in real income (adjust-

He is brutal in his dissection of the over- 
class, a professional-managerial elite that is 
not to be confused with jet-set billionaires or 
the old East Coast establishment. 

Nomadic, cut off from regional roots, it is 
composed of lawyers, bankers, doctors, pub- 
lishers, and corporate executives, who live 
discreetly in almost identical suburbs in Bos- 
ton, Dallas, Denver or Atlanta. This is the 
“‘credentialed upper-middle class.”’ It sets the 
tone and dictates the social rules for the oligar- 
chy. Even the old aristocracy conforms. 

Robert Reich, US Secretary of Labor, calls 
these people ‘‘symbolic analysts.” The social 
commentator, Charles Murray, calls them the 
“‘cognitive elite.’’ Ordinary Americans just 


‘call them yuppies. 


They command big salaries, and marry co- 
professionals of equal status. In recent years, 
they have piled away from the rest of work- 


glass shape to the country’s class structure, 
with one-fifth on top and four-fifths below.

And all the while the yuppie“ mandarins are 
withdrawing furthef into their own desiccated 
ghettos. They have finle or no contact with 
Joe Sixpack at any stage of their lives. Unlike 
the British ruling class in its heyday, they do 
not serve in the military and they have no way 
of identifying with the cause of country and 
empire, Instead they push paper, largely to 
each other, and look down their noses at the 
patriotism of the working class. 


Lind believes that the Republican reforms 
of Newt Gingrich will make matters worse. 
“The replacement of the American Republic 
with a decentralized and privatized society 
would create something like a high-tech Holy 
Roman Empire on American soil,”’ he writes, 
calling it the new feudalism. ‘The result 
would be a wasteland of crime-ravaged slums 
between the fortified private neighborhoods 
of the white overclass, compounds connected, 
no doubt, by private toll roads.”” 


Like a growing number of talented young 
thinkers in America, Lind warns that ‘‘laissez- 
faire globalism” will eventually ruin the coun- 
try. He says that it is time to abandon free 
trade and start thinking in terms of a robust 
new nationalism. Whether his prescriptions 
are right or wrong, one thing is certain: the 
ruling class of the United States is in very bad 
odor with the rest of the nation. If it gets much 
worse people really will start hanging yuppies 
from the lampposts.

the 18th century British jurist 
Sir William Blackstone said that trial 
by jury was the glory of English law, 


he obviously could not foresee the OJ. Simpson 
extrayaganza in a race-riven Los Angeles. Nor 
could those who first conceived trial by one's 
peers imagine the difficulty untrained jurors 
would have with complicated technological evi- 
dence or with the tremendous emotional stress 
of being sequestered. 

If there is one source of comfort in the eight- 
month long trial for today’s believers in Black- 
stone’s statement it is that even in the US of the 
1990s, in which news and entertainment have 
become indistinguishable, the Simpson show 
was an aberration, not the rule. 

A double murder in Los Angeles, even when 
coramitted by a celebrity, would not merit com- 
ment in Israel or anywhere else had it not 
become an international media event of the first 
magnitude. As such, it exposed the justice sys- 
tem in the world’s only superpower and greatest 
democracy to hundreds of millions of viewers 
and readers throughout the world. A blot on this 
system can hardly encourage those who look up 
to the US as a model. It must be cause for 
concern that many viewers (a majority, accord- 
ing to the polls) agree with the statement by the 
father of one of the victims, who said ‘‘justice 
was not served here today.”’ 

Clearly, under normal circumstances, the 
weight of the scientific evidence, the bizarre 
behavior of the accused after the murder, his 
suicide note and attempt to escape, and the fact 
that despite the defense’s infinite financial re- 
sources not a scintilla of evidence has been 
found to point in the direction of a different 
culprit — all these would have made it an open 
and shut case. For viewers of the tial, most of 
whom have never wimessed American justice 
in action, to conclude that the defendant's finan- 
cial resources made the difference, and that 
American law is not equal for rich and poor, 
would not be unreasonable. Such an impression 
does not further the cause of democracy. 

But, to paraphrase Winston Churchill, the 
jury system may be the worst known to man, 
except for any other. No system can be perfect, 
and there is πὸ doubt that being defended by the 
best legal brains money can buy is helpful. But 
nor should the special circumstances surround- 
ing the Simpson case be ignored. Los Angeles is 
a city torn not only by racial hatreds but by the 
black population's not-unjustified distrust of 
the police department. The Rodney King case 


three years ago, in which white policemen were 
exonerated by an all-white jury even though a 
video tape showed them savagely beating King, 
caused ἃ riot in which scores were killed. Ten- 
sions have remained, even though the city has 
had a black mayor and police commissioner. 

That one of the police detectives who testi- 
fied for the prosecution was exposed as a fla- 
grant racist enabled the defense to turn the case 
into ἃ trial of the police department rather than 
of Simpson. The defense team’s use of the 
racial argument was as offensive as it was 
smart. It irritated most observers, including 
President Bill Clinton, but it hit just the right 
note with the jurors. With nine blacks and one 
Hispanic on the jury of twelve, the result was 
predictable. in fact, the racial considerations 
were so predominant that many commentators 
expected the jury to be split along racial lines, 
resulting in a hung jury. 

Those who believe that the case was a traves- 
ty of justice must realize that it was not more so 
than the hundreds of cases in which all-white 
juries in past years habitually condemned 
blacks to death on flimsy evidence. That juries 
are not infallible was made clear to Israelis most 
dramatically when a New York state jury ac- 
quitted Sayid Nosair, Rabbi Meir Kahane's 
assassin, in 1991. Αἵ that time the jury was not 
influenced by a brilliant defense team but by 
ideological considerations. 

Fortunately, justice was finally done in that 
case. Nosair, convicted then only on weapons 
charges, was convicted with six others last week 
of plotting to blow up the World Trade Center 
and the UN. Simpson, too, still faces legal 
problems in the form of civil suits by the 
families of his former wife and her friend. And 
although he can never be jailed on these 
charges, he may not only have to pay millions in 
compensation if found guilty; he may carry the 
mark of a killer for the rest of his life. 

The American justice system has survived 
many shocks, and it will undoubtedly survive 
this one. The danger is that the backlash from 
this trial will exacerbate racial problems in the.

Bundesbank 
allows

FRANKFURT (Reuter) — The 
Bundesbank sanctioned 2 small 
reduction in its leading money 
market ioterest rate yesterday. 
but economists the cen- 
tral bank would keep its official 
interest rates unchanged this 
week. 


The Bundesbank allowed its 
securities repurchase rate, or 
“‘repo”’, to decline slightly to 405 
percent at its weekly tender from 
last week’s 4.08% level. 

Economists said the move con- 
firms the Bundesbank may wish 
to steer money rates gradually 
Jower while taking time to assess 
the impact of its last easing of 
Official rates in August. Then, the 
central bank sliced 50 basis points 
off its discount and Lombard 
tates. 

“Τῆς Bundesbank can skiliful- 
ly keep interest rate cut hopes 
alive by slowly allowing the repo 
rate to drift lower, moving down 
Some three to four basis points 
per week,"” said Joachim Fels, in- 
ternational economist at Gold- 
man Sachs in Frankfurt.

Court: Leeson must go to Singapore, 
stand trial for fraud, forgery 


Frankfurt prosecutor confident defense appeal will be unsuccessful 


FRANKFURT (Reuter) - Brit- 
ish trader Nick Leeson, blamed 
for bringing down Barings invest- 
ment bank, must retum to Singa- 
pore to face trial for fraud and 
forgery. a German court ruled 
yesterday. 

Singapore hailed the decision 
but Leeson’s Jawyers said they 
would fight to overtum it on con- 
Stitutional grounds and save their 
client from facing justice in Asia. 

“We will appeal to the Federal 
Constitutional Court,"" defense 
lawyer Eberhard Kempf told 
reporters. 

But Frankfurt prosecutor 
Hans-Hermann Eckert said he 
remained confident that Leeson 
would be sent back to Singapore 
sometime next year. 

“The chances that he would 
not go to Singapore are very 
slight," Eckert said after the re- 
gional court ruled the former 
whiz-kid dealer whose Midas 
touch went sour could be extra- 
dited on 11 of 12 charges present- 
ed by Singapore. 

Leeson could be jailed for up 
to 14 years if convicted.

rushed to..Germany to Keep’ Lee- 
son behind bars. after be was de- 
tained in early March at Frank- 
furt airport after a six-day 
international manbunt.

THE inflation target for 1996 will 
be between eight percent and 
10%. Finance Minister Avraham 
Shohat announced on Tuesday. 
The target for this year is be- 
tween 8% and 11%, and it seems 
likely that goal will be met, based 
on cumulative inflation so far this 
year. Last month, Rahamim 
Qzana, price division director of 
the Central Bureau of Statistics, 
estimated 1995 inflation at 9%. 
Shohat said the 1996 target re- 
flected the forecast of continued 
Slowing of inflation and was in 
line with the level of inflation in 
Wester countries. Economic ob- 
servers noted that Shohat might 


the Bank of Israel said the 1996 
inflation target should be be- 
tween 7% and 10%. 

But senior Treasury officials 
said that economic indicators and 
forecasts showed there was little 
chance of hitting the lower end of 
the Bank of Israel’s target range. 

The Bank of Israel expressed 
disappointment at the Treasury's 
decision not to set a lower target 
rate.

US puts pressure on alleged Lithuanian Nazi 


BOSTON (Reuter) ~ Federal 
prosecutors, stepping up efforts 
to strip an accused Lithuanian 
war criminal of his US citizen- 
ship, are tying to force him to 
answer charges that he turned 
over of Jews to Nazi 
executioners. 

Prosecutors filed a motion late 
on Monday asking a federal 
judge to compel Aleksandras Li- 
leikis, 88, the secret police chief 
in Nazi-controlicd Vilnius prov- 
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ince from 1941 to 1944, to answer 
questions about his wartime 
activities. 

Eli Rosenbaum, head of the 
Justice Department Office of 
Special Investigations, has said 
Lileikis, as head of the 
or secret police, *‘played a leader- 
ship role in the destruction of the 
Jews of Vilnius,’ once a thriving 
cultural center of about 100,000 
Jews, who were virtually wiped 
out.
